LOSES $70,000,000 IN 13 
YEARS, FACES PRISON TERM 


ForLber Banker Ordered to Pay 
$145,000 to Estate for Which 
He Was Trusteen. 
Specia] to the Post-Dispatch. 
UNIONTOWN, Pa., July 13.— 
Losing $70,000,000 in about 13 
years, Josiah V. Thompson, presi- 
dent of the defunct First National 
Bank and for years rated as one of 
the world’s great coal barons, faces 
a prison term, unless the order of 
court in the Sarah Messmere estate 
is met. The Court has power to 
imprison Thompson irdefinitely if 
he fails to pay back $145,000 into 
the Messmere estate, of which he 
was trustee. 

In an answer just filed, Thomp- 
son declares he is without funds 
and expresses sincere regret that 
he is unable to meet the demand 
for payment. 

Thompson says that in 1915, 
when reecivership proceedings 
against him were undertaken, he 
was worth, according to the ap- 
praiser, $70,000,000, with liabilities 
of $30,000,000. The bankruptcy 
proceedings, Thompson said, swal- 
lowed all his property. 


3 KILLED, 4 HURT IN AUTO 
WRECKED BY WOMAN DRIVER 


LOS ANGELES, Cal.. July 13.— 
Tree boys were killed and four 
other persons, two men and two 
women, were injured, two serious- 
ly. when an automobile driven by 
Miss Betty Peck of Los Angeles 
crashed into a real estate office in 
the outskirts of the city early to- 
day. 

Police reports said the car was 
traveling about 35 miles an hour 
when another car turned in sud- 
denly from a side street, forcing 
Miss Peck to turn sharply aside. 
She evidently lost control of the 
machine and it hurdled the curb 
and crashed into the real estate of- 
fice. 

Two of the three dead were iden- 
tified as Reuben Dietrich and Ve- 
dor Humes. Buster Myers, 15, and 
Miss Peck suffered fractured skulls. 
while Norman Brill and Wilma 
Schelfer were severely bruised, All 
were residents of Los Angeles.

AT BIRGER TRIAL 


Eight Men Accepted by 
State’s Attorney Martin 
and the Defense Lawyers 
at Benton, Ill. 


INCREASED TENSION 
IN THE COURTROOM 


Deputies With Elephant 
Rifles and Mushroom Bul- 
lets Guard Three Alleged 

- Murder Plotters.

BENTON, IIL, July 13.—Charlie 


Birger, before today’s session of 
court is ended, will face the 12 
men who are to decide whether he 
is guilty of the plot rio murder 
Mayor Joe Adams of West City, 
both State and defens= counsel 


predicted this morning. 

Eight members of the jury had 
been chosen at 1:50 p. m., when 
state and defense accepted a sec- 
ond panel of four veniremen. The 
four were Chirles Francis of 
West Frankfort and J. A. Gunn of 
Cave township, farmers; Paul 
Knight, a clerk of Thompsonville, 
and F. C. Downing, a farmer of 
Thompsonville. _ 

The first four jurors accepted 
yesterday are John Krug, a re- 
tired farmer of Christopher: Mar- 
ion Meeks, a miner of West Frank- 
fort: Dow Fisher, an employe of 
the State Highway Department. 
who lives at Whittington: and 
Dave Whitledge of West Frank- 
fort, a miner. They are all middle- 
aged men and each has expressed 
willingness to impose the death 
penalty if the evidence warrants. 

A heavy wind and rainstorm just 
before court resumed after lunch 
caused some confusion in the court- 
room, but deputies quieted the 
crowd. 

Birger and his co-defendants, 
Art Newman and Ray Hyland, 
watched the jury box humbly. 
They made their faces shine for the 
benefit of the farmers and miners 
who can send them to the gallows. 

Gangsters In Last Ditch. 

On trial for their lives, these 
gangsters have organized their tast 
defense. The defense for Birger, 
when itemized, reads as follows: 
Four criminal lawyers, the best to 
be obtained, considering local con- 
ditions: a pretty little wife and two 
cute children, seated in the court 
room where the jury may see; and 
two or three friendly witnesses. 

Time was when Birger had no 
need of lawyers, when he left wife 
and children at home in Harfris- 
burg while he ruled a pack of gun- 
toting boys at “Shady Rest.” his 
armed camp in “Bloody William- 
son.” Tqday he sits before a jury 
box of plain men and is stripped of 
everything but those pathetic re- 
sorts to which bad men turn when 
the gallows threaten. With him 
are Hyland and Newman. As the 
moment approaches when the story 


defendants show noticeable tense- 
ness. 

This tension has spread to spec- 
tators, officers and people of the 
town. In their marches to the 
courthouse, gray and bleak in the 
square, the three gangsters g0 
handcuffed now. Birger and Hy- 
land are linked together and New- 
man is locked to a deputy sheriff. 
The deputies who walk near them 
do not carry pistols, so weapons 
cannot be snatched from them in 
a sudden dash for liberty. 

Seven men with elephant rifles 
are stationed so as to cover the 
line of march. Sheriff Pritchard 
and deputies have notched their 
bullets so they will mushroom in 
a fight. 

Prepared Against Rescue. 

A sortie by Birger's friends in an 
armored car is considered a possi- 
bility and precautions are being 
taken against all imaginable des- 
perate schemes of escape. 

Birger is meek and gentle under 
the scrutiny of the jurors al- 
ready chosen. but the jurors do 
not look either meek or genfle. 
There is a ruggedness about a 
farmer-miner jury that makes de- 
fense counse] wince. For three of 
the five days of trial the defense 
has been searching for jurors with 
kind faces. 

Since it takes only one man to 
hang a jury, State’s Attorney Mar- 
tin, who believes he has a conclu- 
sive case, is proceeding with ex- 
treme caution. The defense is 
overlooking nothing elther. Down 
in this country everybody knows 
everybody else: the lawyers call 
veniremen by their first name. 
Men are being challenged because 
they are known to be devout 
church members. or because they 
were on a murder jury that voted 
a conviction back tn 1915, or be- 
cause a wife's second cousin was

TUNNEL BY WHICH MURDERER 
ESCAPED IN 1894 UNEARTHED 


Subterranean Passages Uncovered 
on Site of Old Four Courts 
and Jail. 


Excavators working on the site 


of the old Four Courts in prepara- 
tion for the new municipal service 
building, on the block bounded by 
Clark avenue and Eleventh, 
Twelfth and Spruce streets, have 
uncovered three small tunnels, 
through one of which a murderer 
escaped 33 years ago. 

The tunnels probably were used 
as sewers, each was about a yard 
square and lined with brick. Two 
of them have been wiped out by 
the steam shovel and the third 
gapes on an open bank on the 
south side of the lot, awaiting de- 
struction. 

Noble Shepard, who killed a man 
and a woman in a houseboat dwell- 
ers’ quarrel, wam awaiting execu- 
tion at the jail, which was connect- 
ed with the Four Courts, when he 
escaped, through a sewer, Dec. 24, 
1894. The only word had of him 
since was a letter purporting to be 
from him, sent to Gov. Hyde in 
1924, offering his surrender, if he 
could escape the death penalty. 
The governor would not commit 
himself anc a second letter gave 
notice the offer was dropped.

NEGRO FLOGGED TO FORCE 
HIM TO SELL LAND CHEAPLY 


Taken From Bed by Group of 
Masked Men in Alabama; 
Deeds May Disclose Identity.

BIRMINGHAM, Ala., July 13.— 
While, State investigators were ob- 
taining evidence against masked 
men who have perpetrated three 
floggings in Alabama within _the 
last two weeks, evidence was given 
county authorities here today that 
Arthur Hitt, a Negro land owner. 
was flogged several days ago and 
frightened into disposing of sev- 
eral acres of valuable land for $800. 

After he had refused an offer 
for the land, Hitt told Sheriff 
Hartsfield, a band of masked men 
routed him from his bed, took him 
seven miles from his home, 
strapped him to a tree and flogged 
him with straps and limbs from 
trees. Three days later he signed 
away his property. 

Scars and welts on the Negro’s 
back and a gash on his forehead, 
bear out his story, according to the 
Sheriff. 

Sheriff Hartsfield said he believes 
the property which ‘s valued con- 
servatively at $6000, may be re- 
gained for the Negro, because of 
the manner in which the deed is 
alleged to have been sbtained. The 
deed also is expected to be a clew 
to the identity of the floggers.

Superintendent Refuses to 
be Coerced Into Choosing 
Teachers On Any Basis 
But Merit. 


PREPARED TO PUT 
ISSUE UP TO PUBLIC

Confronted with the rejection, 
for the fifth consecutive month, of 
numerous of his appointments of 
teachers on the ground of non- 
residence in St. Louis, John J. 


Maddox, Superintendent of In- 
struction, yesterday afternoon told 
the Board of Education: that it 
could reject his appointments on 
any ground that it chose, but that 
he would continue to make them 
on the basis of merit and that he 
would be the judge of that merit. / 

As a consequence, he won from 
the board, in a night meeting that 
followed, what amounted to a vote 
of confidence at a time when his 
support in the board seemed def- 
initely on the wane. 

With great spirit and to the ap- 
plause of spectators, the superin- 
tendent told the board flatly that 
the law made him responsible for 
appointments and specified that 
appointments be on the, basis . of 
merit. He would continue to ap- 
point those who seemed best fit- 
ted regardless of religion, politics 
or place of residence, he said. 
Moreover, he would continue to 
judge merit on the basis of his 
scoring system, which has been 
publicly attacked by board mem- 
bers. 

Ready to Take Case to Public. 

“This board cannot tell me how 
I must choose my teachers and 
get away with it!” Maddox ex- 
Claimed. ‘“‘] am no puppet in this 
organization. If this is a chal- 
lenge, then I accept it. I am 
willing to make it a public is- 
sue. [I am prepared to invite all 
the civic organizations in the city 
to send their representatives to 
my office and I will explain this 
whole matter fully. I stand ready 
to throw open the records on any 
appointment I make.” 

This show of unusual forceful- 
ness caused the board, which for 
four months had been ratifying the 
refusal of the Committee on In- 
struction to approve the appoint- 
ment of nonresidents in the schools, 
to turn from the Committee on 
Instruction to the support of Mad- 
dox. The issue became more the 
approval or disapproval of the Su- 
perintendent than the mere nam- 
ing of a list of teachers for a Ne- 
gro schoo! and the appointment of 
instructors for playgrounds work. 

The first test vote stood 6 to 6, 
the board dividing as follows: 

For approval of the Superintend- 
ent’s appointments: Mrs. Elias 
Michael, Myrt A. Rollins, Dr. D. C. 
Todd, John C. Tobin, Henry Heier 
and President Ben Weidle. Rejec- 
tion of the appointments: Richard 
Murphy, Arthur A, Blumeyer, A. &. 
Werremeyer, Emil J. Barth, Henry 
W. Schroeder and L. A. Scholl- 
meyer. 

Schollmeyer Changes Sides. 

The next vote brought Scholl- 
meyer over to the side of the Su- 
perintendent and thereafter all 
tests found no less than seven mem- 
bers and sometimes eight contrib- 
uting their votes to the supefin- 
tendent’s victory. The Committee 
on Instruction, to which the Su- 
perintendent must carry all his 
policies and appointments for ap- 
proval, voted solidly against him. 
It is composed of Blumeyer, Mur- 
phy and Werremeyer. 

The afternoon meeting was a 
special one called at the request of 
the superintendent to permit him 
to answer with an exposition of his 
method of selection of teachers the 
public criticism of Schroeder of the 
Board that it was mechanical pro- 
cess and resulted in the preference 
of teachers residing outside &t. 
Louis. 

Maddox Explains Methods. 

The superintendent for two hours 
lay the minutiae of his method 
before the’ Board and an assem- 
blage of about 150 citizens.

The charter of the Board speci- 
fies tha# appointments shal] be 
made only by the superintendent, 
the Board being called upon to rat- 
ify or reject them.

As they left the courtroom, Dr. 
Dreher encountered the woman 
whose love affair with him was 
alleged to have led to the slaying 
of her husbnad. - The physician 
exchanged a few words with her.

Aviation as Peace Instrument. 


Any American who might have 
witnessed the spontaneous accla- 
mation of the French people every- 
where when they yelled from their 
heart, “Vive L’Amerique,” woulc 
have felt exactly as we do.

In the state of nature animal 
eats animal. The c:trong and swift 
survive. Cruelty is the rule. By 
this ruthless method nature pro- 
duces fine, stalwart species anc 
noble races. This method is hard 
for the individual but necessary for 
the races—cruel to the living but 
beneficial to the future. Today has 
always been sacrificed for tomor- 
row. 

But we must not forget that the 
whole effort of civilization has been 
to build a wall around itself to 
keep out ‘-"'~ -tate of cruel nature 
and to find substitutes for ruthless- 
ness and to organize so that the 
cruel method of progress is nct 
necessary. That, I repeat, is the 
very essence of -" ‘zation. 

Is it not possible that our sub- 
stitution and increasingly delicate 
mechanism of civilization are grad- 
ually, not oniy making war un- 
necessary, but inefficient for pur- 
poses of progress? 

Change to Come Gradually. 

I cannot say that that time has 
come, Such changes come about 
gradually, It is clear, however, that 
at sometime in the future wars will 
be vestiges of useful phenomena 
just as are the appendices and ex- 
traordinary acquisitiveness and 
vengeance of primeval man. 

There is no space in this article 
for a long discussion. So let us cut 
corners and let us “reduce to the 
absurd” by going back to the prim- 
eval unit of the human race, the 
first family group, and compare it 
with the race of today. The prim- 
eval unit was entirely self-sustain- 
ing and its affection did not ex- 
tend beyond the family unit. Be- 
tween units the rule was implac- 
able vengeance, ambush and com- 
bat. 

The ages have 
changes. 

The units have formed bigger 
and bigger combination until final- 
ly nations have been formed. The 
rule now is peace, and combat is 
the exception. Friendship is the 
rule, hatred the exception. Friend- 
ship has spread from nation to 
nation.

self-sustaining could be entirelv 
wiped out without affecting a 
nearby unit. In fact, it meant 


something beneficial, because it re- 
sulted in fewer people to feed on 
the hunting grounds: There were 
no specialists within the unit.

Today not only are nations made 
up of specialists; farmers, lawyers 
and doctors®* who depend on each 
other, but nations have become 
specialists among nations, depend- 
ing somewhat one upon the other.

When Hannibal waged war against 
Rome, Egypt did not suffer but 
during our Civil War there were 
bread riots in England. 

More and more delicate and in- 
terwoven and interdependent have 
become the mechanicisms of civil- 
ization and it will become more 
and more so in the future.

FLOOD CONTROL 
SESSION CLOSED 


Report for Relief in Valley 
Will be Transmitted 
Through War Secretary to 


Next Term of Congress. 


The Mississippi River Commi- 
sion closed its two-day flood-con- 
trol hearing in the Federal Build- 
ing yesterday with a single, stri- 
dently reiterated demand of the 
Central states ringing in its ears 
—‘‘Make the river safe for all 
time, no matter what it costs.” 

“A billion, if need be, to do the 
job right, is economy. Any amount 
that will not do the job right is a 
wilful waste of money,” said Mayor 
Thompson of Chicago. 

The call was repeated by Mayors, 
Congressmen, a Senator and a for- 
mer Senator, a Governor, business. 
labor, major-generals of politics 
in Congress and field marshals of 
politics not in Congress. 

Mayor Thompson’s Executive 
Committee of the flood-control con- 
ference, organized recently at Chi- 
cago and covering the whole val- 
ley, appeared before the commis- 
sion and put it up to the engineers 
to give Congress a comprehensive 
and conclusive plan. 

As guests of the Chamber of 
Commerce at luncheon at Hotel 
Statler, they put it up to busin2ss 
men and the people of the valley 
to stand back of such a plan, and, 
in turn, to put it up to Congress 
with a unanimity that would stand 
for no political hitch. 

Procedure for Action. 

The report of the commission. 
whose six members are civilian and 
army engineers, is to go to Major- 
General Jadwin, Chief of Engi- 
neers, on Oct. 1. He will transmit 
it, with his report, to the Secretary 
of War, through whom the plan is 
to reach the President and Con- 
gress. Major-General Jadwin also 
will reecive and consider reports 
from the Reservoir Board and 
Spillway Board of Army Engineers. 
whom he appointed to make spe. 
cial studies. 

Some indication of the Commis- 
Sion’s mind has been given in re- 
marks of its president, Col. Charles 
L. Potter of St. Louis, and other 
members. Apparently it doubts tho 
economic advisability of a suggest- 
ed spillway through the St. Fran- 
cis basin, in Southern Missouri to 
carry flood waters to the Gulf, and 
sees grave and possibly insur- 
mountable engineering problems in 
another suggested spillway—also 
under consideration by the 
gineering Corps Spillway Board— 
to carry off the flood waters Jown 
the Mississippi’s old course, the 
Atchafalaya Valley in Louisiana. 

Col. Potter has intimated, in ex-

PEKIN, July 13.—The Pekis 
Government, after a verbal pro- 
test by the Foreign Office to the 
Japanese Legation Monday, has 
sent a note to the Japanese lega- 
tion, in which it demands the im- 
mediate withdrawal of troops 
from Tsinanfu and Tsingtao, in the 
Province of Shantung. 

The note, which was made pub- 
lic this afternoon, expressed as- 
tonishment that the protests of 
the Chinese Government regarding 
the dispatch of Japanese troops to 
Tsingtao have not received “due 
attention” by the Japanese Gov- 
ernment. 

On the contrary, the note alleges, 
the Japanese took advantage of the 
defection of some of tho troops of 
Gen. Sun,Chaun-fang, the Northern 
comander in Shantung, to dispatch 
Japanese troops to Tsinanfu from 
Tsingtao and to replace them with 
fresh troops from Dairen, 

The note declares that the Jap- 
anese Government, which has con- 
stantly professed friendship for 
China, has thus ignored China’s 
protests and has committed acts 
violating Japan’s treaty obliga- 
tions and Chinese sovereignty. The 
dispatch of troops, the note says, 
has created intense indignation 
throughout China,

of any further troops sent to those 
cities and expresses the earnest

TELEPHONE RATES. 


Now that the city has been thrown out of court for 
failure to include in its brief a full statement of the 
‘facts, there is no resistance to an imminent order by 
the Public Service Commission making the temporary 
increase upesDUsiness telephones permanent. The 
increase has meant approximately $1,000,000 more 
annual revenue for the company, and the commission 
has shown a disposition to believe that this {is a fair 
return upon the investment. It has valued the plant 
at $24,700,000. The company asks a valuation of 
$30,000,000. 

Perhaps the city had no case, and this accounted 
for the half-heartedness of its resistance to the in- 
crease. If that is so, it is to be expected that the 
company will ask also an increase in residence rates. 
There is a difference in public utilities, and the tele- 
phone company has not attempted to exploit the 
community as some of the others have. Nevertheless, 
it is going to get whatever the commission will give 
it, and the city will have to stiffen its resistance. 
After the drubbing the gas utility gave it, and the 
one the street car utility is about to give it, one 
would imagine that the worm would turn. It isa 
disservice to the community, and one that steadily 
makes the cost of living in St. Louis higher, for the 
city to content itself with feeble resistance in these 
important matters. 

Certainly the people of St. Louis should not have 
to look to the Supreme Court of the State to tell 
them, as it has just done in the telephone case, that 
the city defense against the increase was not only 
no defense at all, but was not even prepared in ac- 
cordance with the rules of the court. Judge Ragland 
was indignant, as were his associates, that the court 
was left to guess what had happened or could be 
expected to know the facts of the wrk relations 

with the telephone company. 

That was a deserved rebuke, and it reveals the 
extent to which the people are exposed to the greed 
of the public utilities.

RS. CARRIE CHAPMAN CATT is the 

woman in the United States from whom 
a rebuke to the silly and indiscriminate 
witch-burning of the so-called patriotic so- 
cieties may most fittingly and effectively 
come, In her letter to the Daughters of the 
American Revolution, she brands the inef- 
fable nonsense which emanates from that 
organization. Its latest publication, “The 
Common Enemy,” finds that the societies 
which are working for world peace, such as 
the Women’s International League, are 
linked with the Communists in “a World 
Revolutionary movement to destroy civiliza- 
tion and Christianity.”

Ja- 
dies offered to release the board from its 
promise. The board accepted their resic- 
nation. No explanation was given, but it is 
understood that business interests opposed 
to the industrial program of the Y. W. C. A. 
dictated the decision. Almost immediately 
the board asked Miss Jones and Miss Ellis 
to leave, without waiting for the comple- 
tion of their present contracts. The News-

tion of their classical program in 
the shape of Mrs. Anna Cora 
Mowatt’s early American play 
known as “Fashion.” Though 
written and played originally as a 
satire on the fashionable vulgarity 
that obtained in New York during 
the Forties, last night’s opening 
performance was frankly trans- 
posed into burlesque. 


Apparently Mr. Stevens did not 


believe that the text of the play 
was a sufficient burlesque of itself 
for he not only set the play in a 
frame, with a property audience 
distributed through the front seats 
and in side boxes, but the more 
naive utterances and actions of the 
characters were heavily under- 
scored. The performance, there- 
fore, was not so much a reproduc- 
tion of Mrs. Mowatt’s play as a re- 
vivification of the fashionable 
theater of that period, audiences 
and all, as viewed through the sup- 
posedly superior vision of a mod- 
ern audience. 

In my belief Mr. Stevens carried 
his idea too far. The play-within- 
a-play device would have been suf- 
ficient in itself to call attention to 
the naivete f the ante-bellum 
drama and times. As it was, cer- 
tain of the characters—notably that 
of Gertrude—were so broadened 
that the effect was dulled instead 
of sharpened.. Miss Forest overdid 
her lilies and languors to the point 
of monotony. 

The interpolation of extra scenes 
into the action also made the play 
a little long. The dialogues be- 
tween Edgar Allan Poe, the critic, 
and Mrs. Mowatt, the authoress, re- 
constructed by Mr. Stevens himself 
from newspaper clippings of the 


period, were vaulable contributions’ 


to the atmosphere of the perform- 
ance. But the main actio®? of the 
piece might have been profitably 
cut at one or two points to make 
room for it. 

All in all, though, the Goodman 
Players and Mr. Stevens have done 
a.creditable job and the produc- 
tion furnishes a thoroughly inter- 
esting evening in the theater. Nor 
was it an easy job. Even when 
taken from the viewpoint of the 
Forties Mrs, Mowatt’s play is of 
uneven merit and none too con- 
sistent in structure. Several of the 
characters must have verged dan- 
gerously near a burlesque when the 
play was first put on. Others— 
such as Mr. Tiffany—were straight 
characterizations. To reduce these 
to one consistency was practically 
impossible—hence the device of 
putting the play in a frame. 

The production was well mount- 
ed, the transitions were handled 
without loss of tempo and the mu- 
sical effects were excellent. 

Miss Ellen Root, one of the reg- 
ulars in the Goodman Chicago or- 
ganization, made her first appear- 
ance this season in the role of Mil- 
linette which she played up to the 
hilt. Her assurance and her sense 
Of pace were gratifying. The play 
was happily cast throughout. Miss 
Ellen Lowe and Miss Eula Guy 
displayed a range of talent that 
One might not have expected de- 
spite the previous excellence of 
their work.

“These gentlemen are all of the 
same mind that I should say, on 
their behalf and on my own that 
none of us is in any way connected 
with the matter under considera- 
tion. It is only fair to the public 
at large and to our friends in par- 
ticular that they should understand 
clearly that none of us here has had 
any knowledge whatever of the 
affair and, in fact, it would appear 
from the manrer in which we have 
been arrested—some of us before 
in similar circumstances—that we 
were handy people to fill up a gap. 
We are prisoners on a very ob- 
viously false charge and we pro- 
test aginst being on remand.” 

Plunkett’s father. the Count, is 
credited with being the man who 
set Sinn Fein on the path of con- 
quest which ended with the estab- 
lishment of the Free State.
